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School district ends Savage 
case with $720,000 settlement

The Van Buren Public Schools Board of 
Education voted on Oct. 12 to a settlement 
of $720,000 to end the cases brought 
against it by four Savage Elementary 
School teachers in 2016. 

On Oct. 13, School Supt. Pete Kudlak 
signed the agreement and the incident that 
tore the district apart under School Supt. 
Michael Van Tassel finally was settled. 

The amount of the settlement was not 
announced at the time because of a non- 
disclosure agreement among the parties 
involved. 

On Monday, the Independent received its 
response to a Freedom of Information Act 
request filed Nov. 2 with the school district 
which provided a copy of the settlement 
agreement and release of all claims. 

Of the total settlement, the teachers’ 
attorney, Deborah Gordon Law of 
Bloomfield Hills, received $273,125.48 
and each teacher received a check for 
$111,718.63. 

Teachers suing the school district in 
federal and civil court were: Pamela 
Bradley, Michelle Komaromi, Rebecca 
Tennis, and Brent Held. 

Defendants were Van Buren Public 
School District, its School Board, Michael 
Van Tassel, Jeff Moore, Shonta Langford, 
Amy Gee, Brent Mikulski, Martha Toth, 
Kathy Kovach, Kevin English, Alison 
Bennet, and Kelley Owen. 

The settlement agrees to remove from 
the Plaintiffs’ personnel files the 14-day 
suspensions that were given to them on 
May 26, 2016 and any other disciplinary 
actions. 

The agreement wording said it is a 
compromise of a disputed claim and no 
party is deemed to be a prevailing party 
in this litigation and the payment made 
is not to be construed as an admission of 
liability on the part of the parties hereby 
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released and, “that said released parties 
deny liability therefore, and intend merely 
to avoid ongoing litigation and buy their 
peace.” 

In a vote at a recent meeting, the school 
board agreed to add an undisclosed amount 
of extra funds to the amount agreed to by 
the district’s insurance carrier to make the 
total needed. It has been learned the school 
district’s total contribution to the $720,000 
total was $320,000. 

The 32-page law suit filed in May of 2016 
detailed the incidents that led to the federal 
civil rights and civil court employment 
discrimination charges. 

After five teachers were marched out of 
their classrooms in front of their students 
on Jan. 21, 2016, the community erupted in 
support of the teachers and Savage School, 
leading to the firing of the superintendent 
deemed responsible. 

At a school board meeting last summer 
former School Board Trustee Sherry 
Frazier estimated the district had paid more 
than $500,000 to its attorneys, Collins & 
Blaha, to fight the law suits. 


City Council sets special 
meeting next Monday to 
discuss close of fire dept.

And, why it has yet to 
be discussed publicly by the city council. 

But, the item wasn’t on the agenda and 
nobody spoke to the council about fire

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VBT approves quit claim deed, 
clears the way for Speedway

At its regular meeting on Nov. 21, the 
Van Buren Township Board of Trustees 
unanimously approved conveying three 
small parcels of land along Belleville Road 
from the Charter Township of Van Buren 
to the VBT Downtown Development 
Authority by quit claim deed. 

This clears the way for the Speedway 
station at the northeast corner of Belleville 
and Tyler roads because the parcel sites are 
where Wayne County wanted Speedway’s 
turn lane to be located -- and the DDA had 
agreed to sell them to Speedway. 

There was little discussion at the regular 
meeting, but at the work/study meeting the 
day before there were lots of comments. 

DDA Executive Director Susan Ireland 
stated that she had mistakenly typed in the 
Charter Township of Van Buren name as 
owner of the property that the DDA had 
actually purchased from private owners. 

She called it a “clerical error” that the 
three parcels were deeded to the township 
instead of the DDA and she asked for quick 
claim deeds to correct the error. She wanted 
the parcels back so they could be conveyed 
to Speedway, as agreed upon. 

Trustee Sherry Frazier, a realtor, said 
it was a “technical error,” not a “clerical 
error.” 

Supervisor Kevin McNamara said he 
was talking to a Butzel Long attorney he 
wanted to hire and the attorney said she 
already represented Speedway. Supervisor 
McNamara said the attorney said she was 
told the supervisor was trying to block 
Speedway and Speedway was ready to sue. 

Trustee Paul White and Trustee Frazier 
said they thought there were too many gas 
stations on Belleville Road and thought 
there shouldn’t be any more. 

“Let’s get a legal opinion,” Supervisor 
McNamara said, suggesting maybe they 
could stop Speedway by not approving the 
quick claim deed. 

“Thave one,” Ireland said, and came up to 
McNamara at the board table with a piece 
of paper from an attorney. 

McNamara looked at the paper and stated, 
“That’s not the issue,” without explaining. 

McNamara said the DDA purchased the 
parcels with its money and if the township 
doesn’t give it back, the DDA will sue 
VBT. He indicated that was not a problem. 

“I would like a legal opinion on if I can 
stop Speedway,” McNamara said. 

Ron Akers, director of planning and 
economic development, reported that 
Speedway has received final site plan 
approval and Wayne County approval of 
its plans. 


“The error was made by me,” Ireland 
said. “I typed the document.” 

“Im removing it from the township 
meeting [on Nov. 21],” McNamara stated. 
“I need a legal opinion about Speedway.” 

Clerk Leon Wright pointed out that the 
Speedway development still had access 
from Tyler Road, if the Belleville Road 
access was blocked. 

“T want Speedway blocked if they can be 
blocked,” McNamara said. “If they can’t 
be blocked, that’s life.” 

CeJay Marshal said from the audience that 
he is among the consumers looking forward 
to Speedway coming. He said Meijer needs 
competition because sometimes gas is 20 
cents higher at Meijer than at other stations 
on Belleville Road. 

“I carry a Speedway Rewards Card,” said 
Trustee White at the end of the discussion. 

By the next day, however, the item was 
back on the agenda. 

McNamara explained at the Nov. 21 
meeting: “The DDA bought property to 
build a sidewalk and on the deed was VBT 
not VBT DDA. The title company did not 
catch it. We did not vote to buy property 
and the board has to vote to buy property.” 

“I was disappointed in the title company 
we hired and we paid the title company and 
the attorney,” Trustee Frazier said. 

“We pay for them to check things and for 
them to allow Ms. Ireland to sign for the 
township was not right,” Trustee Frazier 
said. 

Trustee White said he was asked to attend 
a 35-45-minute meeting with McNamara, 
Ireland, Akers, Matthew Best, and the 
attorney to discuss the subject. 

“It was deeded to VBT instead of the 
DDA and the attorney said they had to 
clean up the technical error and that wasn’t 
caught by our title company and attorney,” 
Trustee White said. 

Trustee Frazier said, “I hope we are 
recording the deeds” and Ireland assured 
her they were.

Belleville yet to admit 
that it’s dissolving its 
fire department 


Transparency it’s not! 

Apparently the 15 or so members of 
the City of Belleville paid-per-call Fire 
Department got pink-slipped before Mayor 
Conley and City Manager Kollmeyer got 
around to telling the council about it. Or, to 
discuss it in open session with the citizens. 

In fact, at Monday’s meeting, with a 
roomful of fire fighters and their supporters, 
Mayor Conley said the first words about 
an intergovernmental agreement for fire 
services. All she said is that it would be 
discussed at a special meeting at 7:30 p.m. 
next Monday. If there’s not enough room 
to hold everyone interested, they have 
permission from the school to move the 
meeting to the high school cafeteria (The 
Commons). 

By now, everyone in the community knows 
that the fire department is being dissolved 
and only the fire chief has a secure position 
with the VBT Fire Department as a part of 
the deal. 

The negotiations between the city 
administration, its attorney, and VBT have 
been going on for months, but it’s been a 
secret. That’s the problem. Some may see 
the wisdom of using VBT for fire services 
since the township surrounds the city and 
has more money to spend. 

But the secrecy is another thing. They 
didn’t announce this before the election of 
sitting councilmen, who probably wouldn’t 
have been elected if the voters knew what 
was coming down. Stormy seas ahead.

Memories of ‘grandpa’ 


Dear Editor: 

This is a letter I just found among my 
late younger brother’s effects. He was 
born on a farm in Belleville, MI in 1939 
and the family next door became like 
our grandparents and aunts and uncles. 
We moved to California in 1948 and this 
was a traumatic experience for a nine- 
year-old boy. Grandpa was ill, and these 
are his recollections from a four-year- 
old’s memories and deep feelings for his 
“Grandpa.”

WHAT “PRICE” A GRANDPA? 
Dear Gramps, 

Well, Gramps, I suppose it’s about time 
your right-hand man wrote. I look back and 
remember when we used to go into town 
and then to Jake’s Mill, you used to say, 
“Yes sir, that’s my right-hand man.” I bet 
I was the proudest kid in the whole world, 
and when we went to church on Sunday, 
I used to climb off the big old hard bench 
when everybody got up to sing. You would 
pick me up and hold me in your lap and I’d 
stick my finger in your hand and you would 
catch it. When we got home you would sit 
in the rocking chair with me on your lap 
and smoke your pipe, and when you were 
through I’d take it out on the porch and 
sneak a few puffs, and then empty it for 
you. We’d sit on the rocking chair and try 
to catch each other’s tongue. 

Then everybody would come over and 
we'd have sandwiches and milk and some 
of Grandma’s cake. Sometimes Tootsie 
would play the piano and sometimes Uncle 
Chuck would play the violin. I seem to 
remember you had a violin in the closet in 
Tootsie’s room. But I never have been able 
to remember you playing it. It seemed like 
so early in the evening when everybody 
started to go home. 

But early in the morning I was walking 
in the kitchen and Clark would say, “Go- 
wan home, your mother’s calling.” And 
everyone would laugh. I would be so happy 
to be in that good old kitchen, and Snappy 
would come up and lick my face as I got on 
my hands and knees and crawled under the 
table to get the chair beside the telephone, 
and drag it into the kitchen beside you. I 
would have my oatmeal first and then some 
toast, which I sometimes dunked into your 
Postum. 

After breakfast you’d put on your rubbers 
and I would follow you out to the barn, 
and pester you to let me help you put the 
collar around Nancy and Jerry’s neck. 
Then you’d stand by the little gate and 
say “ok.” I would get up on the mangers 
and untie the ropes from the manger. Then 
you would take them to get a drink and I 
would hold on to the rope. Then you would 
drive them through the gate to the manure 
spreader. I would try, and sometimes 
succeed in hooking one of the hitches to 
the spreader. You would drive it through 


the gate and I would close the gate behind 
you then climb up and we would drive 
around the straw stack to the cow barn. 
While you were backing the spreader up to 
the door, I would open both the doors and 
get the shovel and fork. 

I remember I had a little pitchfork which 
I used even though I used yours when 
you weren’t using it, which was a little 
awkward. But! It was YOURS and that’s 
all that mattered. We would load up the 
spreader and be on our way. (I used “WE” 
because I thought I did some of the work, 
but now I look back and I think I made 
more of a mess.) We would climb up on the 
seat and I would sit between your legs and 
take the reins and start down the lane. We 
usually went through the gate beside the 
building where you kept the tractor to the 
field behind the Anton’s place (who they 
were I don’t know). [This was author’s 
home.] 

When we were through you would 
sometimes let the horses run awhile, then 
we’d water and put the horses away. 

Then you’d find something that was 
broke and had to take it to the shop 
where the rabbits were kept. By that time 
Grandma had fed the chickens and was 
ironing. There were so very many things 
to do during the day, plowing and planting 
and those summer days cutting and hauling 
hay and thrashing wheat and oats. Every 
day was so wonderful and exciting. 

Grandpa, God didn’t make you my “real” 
Grandpa, but to me you will always be my 
“real” Grandpa in my heart. I miss you and 
the farm and hope you get well quick.

fighting, although some had written lists of 
questions in their hands. 

At the end of the 28-minute meeting, 
Mayor Kerreen Conley announced a 
special meeting for 7:30 p.m. next Monday, 
Dec. 4, with only one item on the agenda: 
Consideration of an intergovernmental 
agreement on fire services. 

Mayor Conley said, actually, the two 
newly elected councilmembers -- Jesse 
Marcotte and Tom Fielder -- will be 
sworn in at the beginning of the meeting 
and then everybody can talk about the fire 
department. 

She said Monday’s meeting will begin in 
the city council chambers and move over 
to the Commons at Belleville High School 
if the crowd is too large to hold at city hall. 

Van Buren Township Trustee Sherry 
Frazier stood in the audience to say she 
was looking forward to working with the 
City of Belleville to provide the citizens 
with the best services possible. 

“I did hear this morning, ‘What’s going 
on?’ which spoke of a lack of transparency.” 

Trustee Frazier said change is difficult 
for every organization and the more there 
is involvement of citizens, the better things 
work. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the council: 

e Opened one sealed bid for the seawall 
replacement at Doane’s Landing. It was 
from E.C. Korneffel Co. of Trenton and 
totalled $339,230 for the project, plus 
$2,790 to edge the drain with geotech 
fabric. The restoration of the soil, concrete 
walks and removal of the benches and 
fence to save would be done separately. 
The council’s breath was taken away by 
the high figure and the bid was turned over 
to the administration for study, to see if it 
is complete, and to recommend what to do 
next. Building Official Rick Rutherford 
said he was quite surprised that only one 
bid came in because other companies spent 
a good bit of time at Doane’s Landing 
coming up with bids. Rutherford said a 
seawall should last 50-70 years and the 
reason this one didn’t is because of poor 
engineering. When asked, he said this bid 
is for the city seawall only and not the part

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VBT DDA alerted to 
Japanese Knotweed at 
Placemaking site

A small patch of Japanese Knotweed 
was found at the site of the Placemaking 
project on Belleville Road and it needs to 
be removed as soon as possible. 

At its regular meeting on Oct. 24, the Van 
Buren Township Downtown Development 
Authority was alerted to the invasive 
species. 

DDA Director Susan Ireland reported if left 
unattended, the knotweed spreads quickly 
and can penetrate asphalt, sidewalks, 
driveways, and even foundations; 

In other business, at its Oct. 24 meeting 
the DDA: 

e Heard Ireland report that DTE estimates 
for materials only, 19 pedestrian pathway 
lights with acorn fixtures for the planned 
bridge over I-94 at $27,417 for direct buried 
base or $40,565 with cement foundation. 
Thirteen posts that are the same height as 
the existing streetlights on Belleville Road 
are $73,268; 

e Heard Ireland report that DTE estimated 
to convert 72 poles to LED with a new arm 
and luminaire would be $137,088 or new 
DTE stock poles and stock luminaire at 
$112,248, for materials only, not labor. She 
said she expects DTE to attend the DDA’s 
November meeting to present full details; 

e Read a report from Assistant Director 
Lisa Lothringer that said she attended a 
two-day workshop on grant writing in 
downtown Detroit with complimentary 
tuition provided by SEMCOG. She said 
she hopes to be able to attend the Grant 
Compliance workshop in December; and

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VBT votes to opt out of MMFLA law to allow dispensaries, growing

At its regular meeting Nov. 21, the 
Van Buren Township Board of Trustees 
voted unanimously to opt out of the 
Medical Marihuana Facilities Licensing 
Act that legally provides for cultivation, 
dispensaries, secure transportation, and 
compliance facilities. 

The MMFLA will go into effect in 
December and the city of Belleville has 
opted out and will be repealing its zoning 
ordinance that allows for a marijuana grow 
location in the Industrial zoning. 

Sumpter Township is holding monthly 
committee meetings on the first Wednesday 
of every month on the MMFLA, with no 
announced deadline for a decision by the 
township board. 

At the Nov. 20 work/study session of 
the VBT board, Ron Akers, director of 
planning and economic development, 
reported that a subgroup has been in 
place to study medical marijuana over 
the past few years. He said there is a lot 
of uncertainty and confusion over the new 
law and there is yet to be a comprehensive 
set of rules. 

He said the costs of enforcement may 
be higher than what is brought in from 
permits and the committee felt it would 
be wise to wait to see how it works out in 
other communities before committing. 

“If it’s wildly successful and a positive 
thing in other communities, we can always 


opt in,” Akers said. 

The board passed the resolution to opt 
out so this can be sent to LARA (Michigan 
Department of Licensing and Regulatory 
Affairs) so the state doesn’t grant any 
licenses in the Van Buren Township 
community. 

“I hope that Sumpter Township opts out, 
also,” said VBT Trustee Sherry Frazier at 
the Nov. 20 meeting. “We’ll be lumped in 
there, with people saying “Belleville’s got 
the marijuana’,” Trustee Frazier said. “It’s 
a branding problem. They are looking at 
finances ... We’d better know what Sumpter 
is doing... They will reflect our reputation.” 

“It’s because of their mailing address,” 
said Trustee Paul White, noting VBT and 
Sumpter are both in the 48111 zip code. 

“We are involved with them,” Trustee 
Frazier said of Sumpter, noting the 
district library, museum, and Chamber 
of Commerce. “Not like Northville ... 
We need to be involved with Sumpter,” 
she said, saying she planned to attend 
a Sumpter board meeting, but then was 
unable to go. 

“But, we’re opting out,” Frazier said of 
VBT. 

In other business at its one-hour-and- 15- 
minute meeting Nov. 21, the board: 

e Approved the first reading of an 
amendment to the Zoning Ordinance 
to repeal the text governing medical 
marijuana cultivation facilities; 

e Approved the first reading of an

Ordinances to repeal regulations governing 
medical marijuana cultivation facilities; 

e Approved extension of the moratorium to 
defer the review of applications pertaining 
to medical marijuana cultivation facilities 
from Dec. 20, 2017 to Dec. 31, 2017 -- 11 
days; 

e Approved the 2017 amended and 2018 
proposed water and sewer budgets with a 
raise in water and sewer rates of 5%, as of 
Jan. 1; 

e Approved the fireworks display from 
the closed Denton Road Bridge on Dec. 
2 as part of the Belleville Area Chamber 
of Commerce’s Winterfest celebration. At 
the township’s work/study meeting the day 
before, Paul Henning said the chamber 
was $2,500 short of having enough money 
for the fireworks.

The Van Buren Public Schools Board 
of Education wants local control over its 
school campuses and doesn’t want the 
state to usurp that contol and allow those 
carrying firearms there, unless they are 
police officers. 

At Monday’s regular meeting the board 
passed a motion, on a 5-2 vote, to send to 
Governor Rick Snyder and the district’s 
State House Representatives and State 
Senators. 

Trustees Simone Pinter and Darlene 
Gerick voted no. 

The final paragraph of the resolution 
read: “The Board urges lawmakers and 


the Governor as they debate and enact 
legislation to declare school grounds as 
a safety sensitive zone and to allow local 
school boards to enact policies prohibiting 
an individual who is licensed to carry a 
concealed weapon from carrying a pistol, 
whether concealed or unconcealed, on 
school grounds, unless statutorily required 
to permit possession of firearms, such as 
for law enforcement personnel.” 

The resolution addressed Senate Bills 
584-586, passed by the Senate on Nov. 8, 
which prohibit open carrying but permit 
concealed carry on school grounds, day 
care centers, sports arenas, large concert 
halls, taverns, places of worship, hospitals, 
college dorms or classrooms, and casinos.
